FAILURE OF PEACE NEGOTIA- 
TIONS IN SOUTH AMERICA. 

LIMA TO BE BOMBARDED. 
LATEST FROM SOUTH AFRICA. 

. ; , SOUTH AMERICA. 
. - : . London, Nov. 1. — The Peruvian 
Guano Company of this city received a 
telegram from Chili dated Oct. 29th 
which states that negotiations for 
peace between Chili and Peru were 
fruitless, Peru refusing to cede Lara- 
paca. Preparations were being hur- 
ried for a Chilian expedition against 
Limn. 

■ AFRICA. 
Cape Town, Nov. 1. — Magistrates 
at : Tsolea and Galbago are in imminent 
danger. 

London, Nov. 1.— News is received 
from the' west coast of Africa of tho 
death of Chaca, Governor of Whidahs. 
The funeral was to bo celebrated by a 
massacre of natives, after which tho 
king had announced his intention of 
holding an annual celebration in honor 
of his father. The clebration will last 
four months/luring which 200 captured 
chiefs will be beheaded. The English 
refused to go to the celebration. 

ENGLAND. 
The six days' contest for the Astley 
bolt began this morning at the Agri- 
cultural 'frail. ' Betting at the start 
was two to one against Fiowell, fivo to 
two against Brown, five to one against 
Dobler, five to one against Pegram, 
eight to one against Howard, and eight 
to one against Littlewood. At the 
start there was a great race for the 
lead between Powell and Brown. The 
former accomplished the unprecedented 
feat of running fifty miles in six hours 
nnd 38 minutes. Brown has been off 
the track throe times since the start, 
once for twenty-five minutes. The gen- 
eral impression at present is that 
Rowell will win with Dobler second, 
The score at three o'clock was: Powell, 
100 miles; Littlewood 93 miles; Brown, 
73 miles, Dobler, 94 miles; Howard, 
77 miles; Pegram, 71 miles. K •veil 
and Dobler have beaten anything on 
record. 

London, Nov. 1. — Blower Brown is 
broken down, and has retired from the 
contest, the other men continuing in 
good condition. Tho score at 9.30 this 
evening was: Powell, 137 miles; 
Dobler, 130; Littlewood, 120; Howard, 
102; Pegram, S6, and off the track. 
Rowell and Dobler have beaten the best 
100 miles, Dobler by 1-1 minutes and 
Rowell by as much more. At 3 o'clock 
this morning tho score stood: Powell, 
152; Littlewood, 126; Dobler, 145; 
Howard, 112; Pegram, SC. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Nov. 1. — Bismarck has ob- 
tained the Emperor's consent to the 
appointment of Count Val Hazelid as 
Secretary of State for Foreign A flairs. 

DENMARK. 
Copenhagen, Nov. 1. — A terrible 
hurricane accompanied by a blinding 
storm has passed over Denmark. Rail- 
ways are blocked and n score of wrecks 
reported. 

GREECE. 
Athens, No/. 1. — Tho Porte is send- 
ing troops and ammunition to tho 
Greek frontier. Unless the Turks re- 
tire to the. new frontier war is cer- 
tain. 

Princess Olga, youngest daughter of 
tho king, is dead. 

IRELAND. 

London, Nov. 1. — Pnrnell, in speak- 
ing at a meeting at Limerick on Satur- 
day, said parliament would not reduce 
reiits, but when farmers had reduced 
them parliament would interfere and 
render a continuation of agitation 
necessary. Usually it was necessary 
to adopt a platform which would profit 
tho laborers as much as the farmers. 
They had got rid of the great pro- 
prietors in France, Prussia and Belgi 
urn; why not in Ireland? He advised 
people to offer a just rent to proprie- 
tors as then the question would be 
settled this winter. 

Dublin, Nov. I. — Healy and Welch 
have been committed for trial. 



CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Nov. I. — To-mor- 
row thero will be a very general sus- 
pension of business, citizens devoting 
tho day to the election. Every pre- 
caution lias been taken to ensure an 
honest ballot. The United States 
officials of elections have warrants for 
tho arrest of 38G illegally registered 
persons, a number of which are i sued 
upon information of Supervisor Daven- 
port. 

UNITED STATES. 

Chicago, Nov. 1 — The Ynter-Oceun't 
London special says tho St. James 
Gazette publishes a disgraceful letter 
signed by an old member of tho Vig- 
ilance Committee of San F rancisco ad 
vocating the substitution of Judge 
Lynch for Secretary Foster. "Do this," 
he says, "and you will ilatten out tho 
land league mighty quick." The let- 
ter is probably bogus or at any rate 
written by an Englishman. 

New York, Nov. 1. — Ulysses Grant, 
jr., was to-day married to Fanny J. 
Chaffee, of Colorado. The marriage 
was celebrated at No. 26 West street. 
An elegant residence was presented to 
tho bride by her father. Gen. Grant 
and wife, his son Jesso and wife and 
Hans Belkins and wife, J. F. Sey- 
mour, of Michigan, and wife and D. H. 
Moffat, of Denver, were tho only par- 
ties present at the ceremony. The 
wedding tour will include a trip to 
Mexico, where young Grant has im- 
portant business. 

Cincinnati, Nov. V. — The President 
and Mrs. Hayes arrived at Tremont, 
Ohio, at 1.30 this morning. The Presi- 
dent will go to Washington probably 
on Thursday. 

Scranton, Nov. 1.— P. K. Burger, 
for many years confidential clerk for 
Jno. Jermans, has been found guilty of 
appropriating §50,000 to his own use. 

St. Louis, Nov. 1. — Gen. Sherman 
and daughter have arrived, leaving tho 
President and family at Kansas City. 

Washington, Oct. 1. — The depart- 
ment of state is advised by telegraph 
from our ministers to Chili and Peru 
that tho conference between the belli- 
gerent powers, under the good offices 
of the United States, closed without 
result. 



Els Dream. 



The following is an extract from a 
speech delivered at a political meeting 
the other day: My friends, I had- a 
dream the other night, which I sincere- 
ly hope may never come true. This is 
what I dreamed.

BRIBERY IN ENGLAND. 

How Sir "William Vornoa Harcourt 
vrs.5 Dofoatod. 

London, Nov. 22d. — It is believed 
that the commission of scrutiny in the 
Oxford contested election case has de- 
cided that Oxford shall be disfranchis- 
ed. The revelations of bribery that were 
made by parliamentary enquiry were 
scandalous in tho extreme, and the in- 
fluential and fashionable circles in 
which the contestants move had not 
fully recovered from the shock produc- 
ed by the evidence in the case when 
this new surprise came upon therm 
The conservative agent testified that it 
cost his party about i'S.OOO to beat 
Sir William Harcourt in May, .£4,000 
having been expended in April without 
success. At tiic first election thero was 
a tacit compact between the two par- 
ties that tho expenditures on each 
side should be limited to £2,000, and 
that no bills should be issued; but when 
the contest became warm the bargain 
was repudiated, ami "both sides fired 
bills at each other," as many as 
five sets of placards being issued in 
one day. His published accounts, 
he said, never had been correct, and 
he "juggled " items so as to save him- 
self from criminal prosecution. On 
election day he employed about 1,200 
people and 1,075 conveyances. His 
side cast 2,730 votes. Ho gave tho 
name of a member of the Junior 
Oarleton Club from whom ho got 
monoy for election purposes, and ad- 
mitted that the gain of 100 votes, 
which defeated Sir William Harcourt, 
was made by corruption, and that tho 
difference between his published and 
Ins actual expenditure went for bribes. 
The returning officers and magistrates, 
he added, were corrupt. The Mayor of 
Oxford testified that a majority of elec- 
tors looked to being employed as clerks 
and messengers on election day, and

the Conservative agent finally declar 
that lie bad destroyed nearly nil ins 
papers " because they would have dis- 
closed quasi-corrupt transactions." 

The Rev. R. R, Kane, whose speech 
at Donagheloney favoured shooting the 
Roman - Catholic priests, - has , been 
stumping the North of Ireland and dis- 
coursing in a similar fiery strain. One 
of his latest deliverances was at Bodell- 
hill, near Gilford. In it ho would 
seem to court martyrdom in the cause 
of Protestantism. We use his own 
words in reply to the warning : — - 

"I said a better man was shot in a 
worse cause, aud tho bullot by which 
a Kane falls will bo the first flash of 
the fire that will arouse the Protestants 
— the Orangemen of Ireland. (Cheers.) 
And I say if it has that result, if the 
bullet that terminates my career has the 
effect of waking tho Protestants to 
their duty, the sooner it comes the 
better. (Loud cheers.) In that case 
the Rev. R. Pi. Kane will never bo 
missed. Ho will lie composedly in his 
grave, and bless Cod in Heaven that he 
was the means of arousing tho Protes- 
tants of this land to do their duty. It 
may be necessary for us sonic day to 
start from Gilford and march through 
Tullalish, and Dromorc, and Hills- 
borough, and Lisburn to Belfast, in- 
creasing as we go, and then, 200,000 
strong, each man with n a rifle in his 
hand, wo would retrace our steps and go 
towards Dublin, and show to the whole 
world that if the game is to be a game 
of lead then tho Protestants of Ireland 
are ready to take their part in that 
game, and God defend the right. 
(Loud cheers.) I know what I am 
saying. I. know the Protestants of 
Ireland, for I have been among them 
over the length and broadth of the 
land, and I say if it comes to a game of 
lead we are the men who can play that 
game, and the battle would be but a 
short one. But we shall not do that 
until we see necessity."

Elsewhere we give aconjectural state- 
ment of the bargain effected by the 
Canadian Government with the Rail- 
way Syndicate. The Globe's correspond- 
ent at Ottawa is, to say the least, in- 
genious, and sometimes guesses the 
hardest governmental conundrums by- 
accident The Mail of oven date with 
its contemporary's correspondence pub- 
lishes a doubleleaded editorial in which 
it understands that after a sitting of 
tho cabinet protracted till after mid- 
night "the contract between tho gov- 
ernment and the Railway Syndicate 
was completed as to details, and, we 
believe, completed or nearly so as to 
signatures. Some minor formalities 
remain to be added before tho contract 
can be said to bo executed and binding. 
These details, owing to unavoidable de- 
lay, will not bo added for at least a 
week. Meantime the country can rest 
satisfied that tho government have 
made a bargain that will be received 
with satisfaction and accepted by 
Parliament. Tho details of tho meas- 
ure, wo anticipate, will be reserved for 
presentation to Parliament when it is 
summoned. * 

Wo believe t hat parliament will be called 
together at a period Jsome k weeks ear- 
lier than has been customary. It is at 
least certain that the public will re- 
ceive this announcement of the comple- 
tion of the negotiations with satisfac- 
tion. Tho question of "tho amounts of 
acres, of dates,of names, &c.,are matters 
secondary to the one great fact of hav- 
ing the responsibility of tho country 
for the building of the Pacific railway 
fixed and determined. It is manifestly 
too soon to discuss a question that is 
not yet fully bofore the public, and we 
shall say no moro than this — that in 
spito of all tho canards and fabrications 
and prophecies of tho opposition papers, 
the bargain has been concluded that 
the Premier announced on his roturn 
from England. 



THE COURTS. 

The Toronto Globe complains that 
the action of the Dominion Govern- 
ment in the matter of Queen's Counsel 
is "in tho face of the explicit provision 
in the British North|America Act, that 
the organization of the provincial 
Courts and tho regulation of their pro- 
cedure comes under tho jurisdiction of 
Provincial Parliaments." Tho Mail 
says tc this: "In the first place, tho 
B.N. A. Act knows nothing of 'Provin 
cial Parliaments' at all; and in tho sec 
ond place, tho twenty-seventh head of 
the Parliamentary powers reads thus: 
'The criminal law, except the constitu- 
tion of courts of criminal jurisdiction, 
but including the 2>rocedwe in criminal 
matters,' We hope that is clear 
enough." And The Colonist hopes that 
the latter authority is right and the for- 
mer wrong. No position can bo im- 
agined more degrading for a pure judge 
(except, perhaps, election by popular 
suffrage) than to be placed at tho beck 
and word of a provincial parliament. 
The attemptsof our local parliament and 
government to control the judiciary 
two years ago, accompanied as they 
were by brutal and cowardly insults, 
convinced us that in the interest of tho 
public and the proper administration 
of justice it is essential that the organi- 
zation and regulation of the courts 
should remain in tho hands of the Otta 
wa government. 

THE ELECTION. 

A solid South encountered a solid 
North and has been vanquished. Our 
dispatches show that of all the north- 
ern and western states only Now Jer- 
sey is certainly democratic. There are 
369 votes in the Electoral College and 
185 are necessary to elect a president, 
The South has 138 and the North 231 
votes. The North could have lost 
46 votes and would still have elected 
Garfield. New York and Indiana, 
which went for Tilden in 1874, have 
now pronounced for Garfield, who 
will have, after giving the democrats 
credit for New Jersoy and all the 
doubtful northern states, at least 220 
votes in the college. The democrats 
waged war against the tariff imposed 
for protection and against the present 
financial equilibrium under which all 
forms of money have oqnal value and 
are inter changeable.

Thk Victoria, B. 0. , Colonist is inclin- 
ed to ask if responsible government as ap- 
plied to that province is not a failure ? 
As a reason for tho question the Colonist 
says: Not a legal measure passed at tho 
instance of 'the- present body politic has 
so far beett upheld when challenged in the 
courts of tho province; uo less than five 
local acts have been disallowed at Ottawa 
and no public prosecution of any import- 
ance has been conducted which has not 
resulted in a failure of justice." This is 
certainly a most extraordinary state of 
affairs, but when it is stated that four 
atrocious murders have gone unpunished 
for from one to four years through the 
blundering incapacity of the local govern- 
ment, tho evil assumes an importance 
that touches tho foundation of society. 
To make matters worse tho government, 
by neglecting to renew the proclamation 
of prorogation, have called in question 
the legality of the provincial parliament, 
and the danger now threatens that should 
they venture to convene tho assembly all 
its acts will bo declared unconstitutional 
by the courts. — Ottawa Free Press.

Nanaimo Pilot Commissioners' 
Mooting. 

At Nanaimo, on Wednesday last, Mr. 
Smith, Deputy' Ministor of Marino and 
Fisheries, mot the Nanaimo Pilot Com- 
missioners. Mr. Smith explained that 
complaint had been made at Victoria of 
injustico done tho Victoria pilots from 
being shut out of the Nanaimo and Bur- 
rard Inlet districts, whilo pilots from 
those districts wero not prevented from 
piloting in Victoria waters. Pilot Ur- 
quhart said he had taken a steamship 
into Victoria harbor aftor Victoria 
pilots had refused to do bo. Nanai- 
mo pilots inado about §160 a month. 
Capt. Reveley said Scott and Mcintosh, 
Victoria pilots, did not make §100 a 
month. It was shown that SOOOU had 
boon collected for pilotago afNanaimo in 
nine months, ten per cent of which had 
been retained for office fees which Mr. 
Smith remarked wero too heavy. Mr. 
Bute said Nanaimo offered no complaints 
about pilotago mattors and Mr. Smith 
Kaid tho only objection camo from Vic- 
toria. The Free Press says that tho 
deputy minister's attontion was drawn to 
necessity of moro frequent and foster 
mail communication on tho East Coast, 
and it was suggested that a tri-weokly 
servico to Oomox ; the injurious 
effect of tho tariff on our coal trado 
was oxplainod at somo length, and sug- 
gestions mado that a drawback of duty bo 
allowed on coal mining machinery and 
supplies; attontion was drawn to tho lack 
of public buildings and tho necessity of 
a drill shed for tho militia; also to tho 
claims of Nanaimo to bo an independent 
port for Customs purposes; tho removal of 
Beacon Rock and tho construction of a 
passago at Biggs' Portage wore discussed. 
Tho great injustice caused by tho locking 
up of the Island lauds in a railway resorvc 
ond the non -fulfilment of tho promiso to 
construct the Island railway, formod a 
prominent theme of discussion. 

Mr, Smith took copious notes of tho 
various arguments, adduced to lay them 
before tho proper authorities at Ottawa, 
with such recommendations as his per- 
sonal visit would enable him to muko. 

Mr. W. L. Jeffrey, a shipmaster, com- 
plained of favoritism in the appointment 
of pilots and drew attention to tho fact that 
uncertified and unqualified porsons wore 
pormittod to navigate vessels in British 
Columbia. 

Tho Deputy Minister explained that 
tho Masters and Mates Act would bo ox- 
tended to B. C. pilots if desired. 

Mr. Smith visited tho Vancouver Coal 
Co. 'a works, Hirst's stono warehouse and 
tho Wellington collieries, and in the after- 
noon received a deputation from the hos- 
pital. 

Tho Young Mon's Litorary and Social 
Olub. 

This club is formed for "the purpose of 
enlivening tho loisuro hours of tho young 
mon of Victoria by tho froe discussion of 
all subjocts calculated to assist in the 
growth and development of the intellect, 
and by the investigation of all sources of 
information of a literary character, as 
well as by various moans of social amuse- 
ments of a moral tendency. " It is to be a 
permanent institution, and not only for 
tho winter months, as stated in yester- 
day's issue. The debatingand elocutionary 
exercises will form the main features for 
which purposes special ovenings aro sot 
apart in each week. A reading room is 
attached roploto witli tho leading periodi- 
cals and newspapers of the day. A sub- 
stantial foundation has been laid for a 
circulating library by tho voluntary con- 
tribution of members; but it is not as 
completo as is wished. To insure tho re- 
spectability of tho club a codo of laws of 
tho most stringent and moral charactor 
has been adopted, and may bo perused by 
any person wishing to do so on application 
to any member of the club. This insti- 
tution cannot fail tn improve all connected 
with it not only intellectually but socially 
and morally as well; and we would advise 
all young men who havo not already dono 
so Ito apply for membership. Its estab- 
lishment is a step in tho right direction; 
and reflects great credit on tho projectors, 
and should be encouraged by parents and 
others interested in tho progress of tho 
youth of this city.

tTnvoliahle hut Intaroatinsr Particu- 
lars. 

[Corraspomlonca of the Coin-. I 

Ottawa, Oct 22. — There is every 
reason to beliovo that tho bargain with 
the so-called Syiulicato to construct tho 
Pacific railroad was signed to-day, and 
will immediately receive the Governor- 
General's ratification. Several mem- 
bers of Parliament, tho members of tho 
Syndicate, and others who have been 
for days in Ottawa on this matter, 
separated to-night and returned to their 
homes. Sir Alexander Gait, who is 
also here, leaves Ottawa to-morrow. 
Senator Cochrano and Messrs. George 
Stophons and R. A. Angus returned to 
Montreal to-day. The Privy Council 
hold threo sessions yesterday, and were 
in session again this afternoon, when 
it is understood tho wholo matter was 
finally arranged| and tho contract 
signed. The composition of the Syn- 
dicate is as has already been announced 
in tho Globe. Mr. Greenfells, accord- 
ing to a Conservative source, was fully 
autborised to sign for all the European 
members, which may be taken as mean- 
ing merely Messrs. Rose, Morton, ami 
Bliss. 

It is said that the capital of the com- 
pany is to be fifty millions of dollars, 
of which about one-fourth is to be taken 
up in Canada. Tho remainder of the 
stock will be floated in England and 
Europe, tho interest being guaranteed 
by the Dominion Government. Tho 
company are to be granted a money 
bohusjof either twenty or twenty-five 
millions of dollars and a land bonus of 
twcnty-livo million acres. " Tho land is 
to bo of agricultural value, and not 
necessarily located along the lino of 
railway. Tho Dominion Government 
will pay the money and tho land bonus 
at so much per milo, according to tho 
progress of construction. Tho money 
grant will consist of Government guar- 
anteed bodds, at four per cont. interest 
redeemable at periods extending over 
twenty-five years. From tho proceeds 
of the sales of tho Dominion lauds the 
Government propose to redeem tho 
bonds, and this explains the statement 
from a ministerial source that the con- 
struction of the road will not cost the 
country a cent. The whale road is to 
be constructed from Lake Nipissing to 
Burrard Inlet within a period of ten 
years, the section from Selkirk to Tete 
Juane Cache to bo built within threo or 
four years. This covers the wholo 
prairie region; and the Sault Ste. 
Marie branch, including sixty miles of 
the main line west of Lake Nipissing, 
is to be constructed within three years. 
The face of the contract covers the 
road north of Lake Superior as well as 
the Burrard Inlet route; but the gener- 
al impression prevails, even in Con- 
servative circles, that the section north 
of Lake Superior and up to Burrard 
Inlet will only bo played with, whilo 
the south branch and prairio section 
will bo pushed with lightning rapidity. 
The controlling influence in tho Syndi- 
cate is tho Canada Central and tho St. 
Paul and Manitoba railway companies. 
All the contracts at present let will be 
completed by the Government save 
two. The contract of the first 100 
miles west of Winnipeg, awarded to 
John Ryan has beon cancelled, as al- 
ready announced, and yesterday morn- 
ing the Privy Council passed another 
Order in Council, this timo cancelling 
the contract for the construction of the 
second one hundred mile section west 
of Winnipeg, awarded to Messrs Bowie 
it McNaughton. A radical change in 
tho route to be pursued by this section 
will be made when the road is con- 
structed. The _ true reason why this 
contract was cancelled is that- the scale 
of prices was ridiculously low, and it 
had long been a foregone conclusion 
that the contractors would bo ruined 
unless the Government extended them 
favors. It would be curious to learn 
why these gentlemen originally sent in 
a tender which from the first was 
known to be an impracticable one. It 
has also been determined that tho ter- 
minus of the Canada Pacific and Thun- 
der Bay shall not bo at Fort William. 
This is positive. There is, however, a 
doubt whether Prince Arthur's Land- 
ing or a new point a few miles further 
east will bo selected us the nominal 
terminus. 

The assurance of the government lias 
been given that the matter of calling 
Parliament shall be definitely consider- 
ed either today or to-morrow, The 
general expression of opinion is against 
any session before Christmas, and the 
probabilities are that the 13th of Jan- 
uary will be the date. The govern- 
ment have promised a somi-ofiicial ut- 
terance upon the whole subject of the 
syndicate at an early date and pro- 
bably it will appear either to-morrow 
or Monday in the leading ministerial 
organs. Whatever statements the gov- 
ernment may be pleased to communi- 
cate to the public it is believed the 
forogoing will, when the agreement is 
submitted to Parliament, bo found to 
be substantially correct. 

Montreal, Oct. 22. — The tory local 
organ has a telegram from Ottawa this 
morning announcing that the cabinet 
has been all clay in session on tho Pa- 
cific r.yndicato with members of that 
body in attendance; that tho details 
and the scheme aro precisely those 
which Sir John explained at Hoche- 
laga upon his arrival; that the most 
ample security is given for the com-' 
pletion of the lino from Lake Nipiss- 
ing to tho Pacific Ocean within ten 
years, and that tho members of the 
syndicate are pressing very strongly 
for an early session of Parliament and 
conclusion of the bargain. The cor- 
respondence is editorial and doubtless 
from # official sources. 

The interest concerning the Syndi- 
cate bargain has again risen to tho sur- 
face upon tho reports of tho Cabinet 
meeting, and your reporter, in an in- 
terview with Sir. Duncan Mclntyro, a 
member of tho Cfinndiftn wing of the 



Syndicate, asked him if the bargain 
was a settled fact. 

"Have you not seen the Gazette of 
this morning / " ho said. 

'•Yes; but then tho Ottawa dispatch 
was under date of yesterday, and said 
that there was every probability of the 
agreement being signed on that even- 
ing, which would be last night, (Thurs- 
day). What I would like to know is 
whether the agreement has beeu 
signed 1 " 

"Well, I think I read the despatch 
to mean that the whole affair was set- 
tled last night," 

"But what I would liko to know is 
has the agreement been signed 1 Can I 
safely announce that tho bargain is a 
settled thing — a fixture?" 

"Yes )nodding his head with much 
emphasis); you can safely say that. 1 
will say no more." 

These aro the laconic utterances of 
Mr. Mclntyre, and tho belief on tho 
street seems to bo that the agreement 
was signed to-day. 



Canadian Mail,

Montreal, Oct. 19. — The trial of 
Jones for complicity in the robbery of 
SI 5,000 from McNamee came to a con- 
clusion to day, after five days had been 
spent in its consideration. Tho prison- 
er was indicted for stealing on one 
count and of receiving the stolen mon- 
ey on another. Tho judge summed up 
very impartially, but dwelt upon the 
avowal to Mr. McNamee of a portion 
only of tho money being found ou him. 
Aftor a few minutes! ofg deliberation, 
the jury returned a verdict of guilty on 
tho second count. Tho second prisoner, 
whoso name is Trainor, will bo tried 
next. The third person accused of tho 
theft died in tho hospital hero some 
timo sinco of small-pox. 

Tho Star, an independent paper, 
writing about tho Pacific Syndicate, 
says: — "The homo and foreign capital- 
ists alleged to bo interested in the con- 
struction of the Canada Pacific railway 
havo now boen in Ottawa throe days, 
and in financial circles news that the 
contract had been signed has been ex- 
pected almost hourly. Roliablo in- 
formation leaves little room for doubt 
that this important act must havo boen 
committed to-day, as engagements make 
it imperative for prominent Montreal 
bankers to return Siomo to-morrow. 
For several days past discouraging ru- 
mours have been current to the effect 
that only Canadians were interested in 
the scheme; and an important point in- 
sisted upon by thoso who hold these 
opinions was that the London banking 
firm of Morton, Rose &z Co. had only a 
capital of £3,000,000, and tho private 
French banking house even loss. It is 
now asserted that these houses aro on- 
ly in part the agents of heavy English, 
French, and German capitalists, and 
the public may bo treated to details in 
onnection with the Syndicate bofore 
long which -may astonish the most scep- 
tical. An enthusiastic admirer of tho 
Dominion Premier declared this after- 
noon that tho popular cry would be 
'Sir John for Connda' for many a year." 

Ex-Aid. Taylor, a highly esteemed 
citizen, died very suddenly here to-day. 

Sir A. T. Gait has arrived from New 
York. Ho states that the names of all 
the parties who comprise tho Pacific 
railway syndicate will be made known 
in a few days, and further, that in 
twelve months seven hundred miles of 
the road will bo built and in operation 
through tho North West. 

Ottawa, Oct. 21.— The Syndicato 
negotiations aro progressing most satis- 
factorily, and a schemo of a highly fav- 
ourable character will in all probability 
bo concluded to morrow. The cabinet, 
which is in constant communication 
with the members of the Syndicate, has 
been in session sinco 10 o'clock this 
morning and commenced business again 
at 9 o'clock to-night, and will probably 
sit until midnight. Tho representatives 
of the Canadian, English, American, and 
French members of the Syndicate aro 
here, and it is understood that there is 
no hitch or difficulty of any kind.
